HE Russian offensive has been

The German reaction has not yet 


made itself plain, writes our Military 
Correspondent. As yet, the Ger- 
mans have offered only rearguard 
actions to the adva Russian 
masses. Marshal Guderian is faced 
with the almost insoluble. problem 
of how to halt forces stronger than 
his own, and capable of feeding 
almost unlimited numbers of men 
into every breach in the enemy line.

A CENTURY ago much more was 
known in Ireland about Aus- 
tralia than is known to-day, despite 
all the conveniences of the wireless 
age.

“ Peter ” 


Rutherford Mayne’s fine comedy, 
“Peter,” arrived just fifteen years 
ago, and has. not changed with time. 
First produced at the Abbey in 1930, 
it has deserved the public approval 
on its many revivals. Like “ Bridge 
Head "—the best of this writer's 
plays—" Peter” is a grand ea 
of first-class playwriting. . 
author's sense of disloaue and situa- 
tion is sure and polished, and the 
comedy is always spontaneous. The 
pity is that Rutherford Mayne has 
eased his pen in recent years, since 
there are few equals to the Ulster 
dramatist when it comes to inter- 
preting that section of the people 
he so well knows—the peasantry. 

“Highly Efficient,” which comes 
from Belfast, is a play “ written by 
a teacher, about teachers for 
teachers.” Any attempt at criticism 
is forestalled by Miss O'Connor in 
a disarming preface. She has been 
told, it appears, that her characters 
are not “typical.” Thank goodness 
they are not! Miss O’Connor, like 
many others of her profession—and 
one dramatist, at least—has a grudge 
about education, and lets off steam 
for three full acts about the 
stupidity of parents: and school com- 
mittees, and the red-tape methods of 
inspectors, all of which is good 
propaganda and bad playwriting. 
But because “Highly Efficient” 
carries an air of sincerity, her first 
play cannot be judged too harshly. 
The author has a good sense of the 
theatre and with experience may yet 
write a better play. The first act is 
top-heavy, and the mapetns of the 
school committee hampers the play's 
movement and bores the rcade,’. 


Also Ran 


“A comedy in three acts” is the 
description given to “ Fitzgerald 
and the * Quins.’” At least the title 
is apt: the story is that of a 
gombeen man who gives shelter to 
a tramp’s wife on the eve of her 
confinement. When the “ quins” 
arrive he has visions of making 
capital out of them, while 
the tramp father is “ desthroyed 
I am this night—destroyed entirely” 
—omitting the second “h,” no 
doubt, in the excitement. The 
trouble with this play is that the 
author skims its surface,, eager only 
to seek out lines for laughter, and 
hopelessly neglects to develop and 
explore the theme more fully. The 
play is in the traditional rut of 
Irish farce, and it is spoiled by 
the author’s underestimation of the 
theme. 

Mrs. O"Hare’s play, “Clever 
Lad,” obtained first place in a com- 
petition organised by The Bell and 
the New Theatre Group last year. 
The award suggests that the stan- 
dard of competition was not very 
high. It is a study of rural life in 
Northern Ireland, and the troubles 
that beset a widower and his family 
of two sons. The action is static 
at times. and the dialogue is not 
good enough to balance the in- 
action. 


King Coal 


Britain’s cone By Margot Heine- 
mann. Go 6s. net. 
iw would have been interesting had 
the author estimated carefully 
the importance of coal in Britain’s 
future domestic economy, consider- 
ing all the relevant factors conse- 
quent on increasing electrification 
of industry. Such an estimate would 
have been the more important, since 
no reader of this volume can do 
other than regret the present de- 
pendence of our industrial civilisa- 
tion on coal and its by-products. 

Coal mining is a filthy and 
dangerous occupation, from the 
point of view of large-scale em- 
ployment the most unhealthy in 
these islands. Coal miners, having 
regard to the risks they have to 
face, are inadequately paid, miser- 
ably housed, and badly treated. No 
industry has a worse record of in- 
dustrial conflict, and this is 
by no means invariably the 
miners’ fault. No industry pro- 
vides ey arguments in favour 
of nationalisation and against the 
continued predominance of private 
rofit motives. Miners’ representa- 
tives are sometimes regarded, by the 
comfortably-off, as needlessly bitter, 
but any reader of this volume will 
excuse them much.
